DECLARATION OF THOMAS PHUNG 



I Thomas Phung state: 

That I am a third year law student that works part time in the Law Office of Jacobson and Johnson; 

That one of my duties includes preparing the transmittal letter and making photocopies of the 
specification, claims and drawings prior to submitting a patent application to the U.S. Patent 
Office.; 

That when I make the photocopies I also prepare a return post card listing the number of sheets in 
the patent application as well as the number of sheets of drawings; 

That the copy of the return post card EX. A was prepared by myself for the above identified patent 
application and states that 12 pages were included with the above identified patent application 
together with 3 sheets of drawings; 

That I prepared the photocopies of the above identified application as well as the postcard, which 
lists 12 sheets of specification and 3 sheets of drawings and that I presented them to Carl Johnson 
for his signature and filing in the Patent Office; 

That in reviewing the above identified file on December 26, 2000, 1 found a copy of the transmittal 
sheet together with a copy of 12 sheets of the specification, (which included page 5, and three 
sheets of drawings) stapled together; 



That I have observed Carl Johnson counting and reviewing each page of specification and claims 
prior to placing the application in an envelope for mailing to the U.S. Patent Office;

That I have worked for Mr. Carl Johnson since May 2000 and during that time I have prepared 
numerous copies of patent applications and transmittal letters for him to review and sign and that 
during that time I have never failed to observe him check to make sure that all pages of the 
specification and the drawings are included with the patent application prior to inserting the papers 
in an envelope addressed to the Commissioner of Patents;
